by reporters, read a statement as- 
serting that Republican charges 
against his highest Cabinet of- 
ficer were false—he emphasized 
“false” by repeating it, and de- 
clared: 

“Communism, not our country, 
would be served if we lost Mr. 
Acheson.” 

Text of Statement. 

The phrases of the statement 
were only semi-formal. The triple- 
spaced manuscript carred penciled 
editing and additions. Truman 
read it slowly so reporters could 
take down his exact words. He 
explained that mimeographed 
copies would not be available at 
once. The statement: 

“There have been new attacks 
within the past week against Sec- 
retary of State Acheson. I have 
been asked to remove him from 
office. The authors of this sug- 
gestion claim that this would be | 
good for the country. 

“How our position in the world 
would be improved by the retire- 
ment of Dean Acheson from pub- 
lic life is beyond me. Mr. Ache- 
son has helped shape and carry 
out our policy of resistance to 
Communist imperialism. From the 
time of our sharing of arms with 
Greece and Turkey nearly four 
years ago, and coming down to 
the recent moment when he ad- 
vised me to resist the Communist

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP)— 
The Government does. not plan 
an immediate meat price freeze, 
economic stabilization agency of- 
ficials said late yesterday follow- 
ing a meeting with packer repre- 
sentatives. 

A statement issued following 
the session said: 

“The meeting was not to be 
taken as an indication of any 
imminent controls on meats but it 
was purely an exploratory dis- 
cussion to look into the situation.”

Artillery Smashes Attack. 
The Red Korean build-up on

A field dispatch 
said the Reds may be trying to 
capture high ground looking 
down on Hungnam’s busy port. 

Artillery fire smashed one 
such attack and killed an esti- 
mated 200 Korean Reds in 20 
minutes. 

Allied warships slipping 
through the Sea of Japan’s icy 
waters off Hungnam port pound- 
ed 37 concentrations of Chinese 
and Korean Communists. The big 
naval guns dispersed one column 
of attacking Reds with heavy 
casualties. 

Correspondent Tom Lambert 
said the naval fire is especially 
noticeable at night “as red trac- 
ers arc from the dark harbor 
into enemy-held darkness beyond 
the infantrymen’s positions.” 

“Artillery, too, seemingly has 
stepped up’the rate of fire, or 
perhaps it only seems so because 
formerly dispersed big guns are 
being brought closer together . - 
the perimeter shrinks,” Lambert 
wrote. 

“Despite these welcome inter- 
ruptions the port continues busy.’ 

“Wounded are brought dock- 
side in ambulanee jeeps and 
transferred into landing craft for 
a quick ride to brightly lighted 
navy hospital ships.” 

Navy and Marine flyers roared 
off decks of Carrier Task Force 
"7 and an escort carrier fleet in 
stinging blows against the Reds.

WESTERN COUNCIL 
DECISIONS PAVE 
WAY FOR TALKS 
‘WITH ADENAUER 


Defense Board With 
Broad Powers Set Up 
to Expedite Production 
of Arms — Reich Air 
Units May Be Set Up.

BRUSSELS, Dec. 19 (UP)—The 
12 North Atlantic Treaty nations 
ended months of wrangling and 
compromise today by giving a go- 
ahead to limited German rearma- 


ment—if the Germans are willing 
—to help defend Europe against 
Communism. 

The Atlantic Council of foreign 
and defense ministers also an- 
nounced in a communique issued 
at the end of a two-day meeting 
that Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
liberator of Europe in 1945, had 
been named supreme commander 
of a Western European army of 
750,000 men—of which 150,000 
would be Germans. 

Eisenhower, the communique 
said, will come to Europe “short- 
ly after the first of the year” to 
set up his headquarters and cre- 
ate an international staff to run 
the “effective, integrated Euro- 
pean force under centralized con- 
trol and command.” 


Defense Production Board. 


The Atlantic nations also agreed 
to set up a defense production 
board with powers to “expand and 
accelerate” armament production. 

The foreign and defense min- 
isters announced their agreement 
on a Western European army to 
include Germans, if possible, at a 
hurriedly-called press conference 
after they adjourned. The com- 
munique was released latei'. 


“The decisions taken and the 
measures contemplated,” the com- 
munique said, “have the sole pur- 
pose of maintaining and consoli- 
dating peace. The North Atlantic 
nations are determined to pursue 
this policy until peace is se- 
cured.” 

The communique made it plain 
it would be months before any 
rearmament of Germany would 
begin. It authorized the United 
States, Britain and France—the 
western occupying powers in Ger- 
many—to begin negotiations with 
the Germans in an attempt to per- 
suade them to share in the de- 
fense of Western Europe. 

Even though German rearma- 
ment would be on a limited scale, 
the Brussels decision marked the 
beginning of the end of the de- 
militarization clauses of the Pots- 
dam agreement. If Western Ger- 
many agrees, it will contribute 
5000-man “combat teams” totaling 
one fifth of the 55- or 60-division 
Atlantic army. 


Details on Extent Omitted. 


The communique itself did not 
go into any details about the ex- 
tent of German rearmament that 
would be allowed It said only 
there was agreement on the role 
Germany should be allowed to 
play in European defense. it also 
gave the signal fcr France, Brit- 
ain and the United States to start 
talks with West Ge:iman Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenauer's gov- 
ernment. 

An authoritative source said 
there is general agreement that 
the Germans should be permitted 
to have their own tactical air 
force if they are to put soldiers 
into the field. Long-range bomb- 
ers would be forbidden the Ger- 
mans, but they would be permit- 
ted to have fighter planes and 
light bombers. - 

The Atlantic nations approved 
their defense program despite 
declarations by Russia that re- 
arming western Germany would 
violate existing treaties. The 
Russians have warned they would 
not tolerate organized revival of 
German militarism. 

Eisenhower’s chief duties as 
outlined in the communique will 
be to train the units assigned to 
his command and organize them 
into an integrated defense force. 

Under him, when he assumes 
his command in Europe early next

are now.” 
Chief of Staff Named. 

Gen. Eisenhower, in a press 
conference at Hotel Statler, told 
reporters he had received only 
“some preliminary information” 
on his new duties, but said he had 
been assured that his chief of 
staff would be Lt. Gen. Alfred 
M. Gruenther, now serving as 
Army deputy chief of staff for 
plans and operations. 

Eisenhower looked fit and was 
his usual affable self, but when 
a photographer asked him to 
smile for a picture, he replied: 
“Please don’t expect me to smile 
~—I don’t find much to smile 
about these days.” 

In response to questions, Eisen- 
hower said he would leave for 
France in about 10 days, spend 
about 10 days there in prelim- 
inary surveys and conferences, 
then return to this country for a 
similar period before establish- 
ing his permanent headquarters 
in France.

After Wilson’s letter was re- 
ceived, Director of Streets and 
Sewers Frank Kriz said he would 
recommend to the City Traffic 
Commission, of which he is chair- 
man, that the emermgency traffic 


regulations be made permanent. |

He declared they had 
very satisfactorily.” 

Wilson pointed out the experi- 
ence of his company in handling | 
passengers on Monday and Thurs- | 
day nights, when the department | 
stores are open during the holi-| 
days. Before the Christmas period | 
and the new regulations, 41 extra | 
vehicles were used to accomodate | 
shopping crowds downtown on, 
Monday nights. 

Now, Wilson said, more than 


100 extra vehicles are put in serv- | ON HIGH 


ice, yet the company is able to 
maintain “‘more effective sched- 
ules” than previously. The transit | 
vehicles, although crowded more | 
closely together, can move faster 
through the congested area. 

Of particular value, the transit 
firm head said, is the regulation 
prohibiting right and left turns 
from Sixth and Seventh streets, 
between Washington avenue and 
Olive street, during rush hours. 

Traffic Tieups. 

“When the turns were  per- 
mitted, many vehicles could not 
make them because of traffic 
ahead,” Wilson wrote. ‘‘Intersec- 
tions were tied up to the extent 
that transit vehicles and automo- 
biles would stand as long as 5 to 
10 minutes without turning a 
wheel.” 

Other traffic impediments such 
as block-circling and cruising by 
motorists have been reduced con- 
siderably by the new rules, he 
said. Wilson pointed out that not 
only transit passengers, but also 
motorists, have been benefited. 

Besides prohibition against 
turns from Sixth and Seventh 
street, parking also has been 
barred on certain blocks as an 
emergency measure.,

With lib- 
eration of much of France, 
SHAEF “main” was moved from 
England to Versailles. 

When hostilities in Europe end- 
ed, Eisenhower became military 
governor of the United States 


November 1945 when he came 
home to take over as chief of

tary of Defense.

Eisenhower’s name _ figured in 
1948 Republican presidential 
nominee talk. A similar move, 
directed at 1952, began develop- 
ing last summer.

“The affairs of the present 
(United States) rulers are bad,” 
Pravda declared, “. . if they 
can carry through their policy 
only with the help of emergency 
measures.” 

The paper said “everyone 
knows it is the Soviet Union 
which stood for and stands for 
strengthened peace in the whole 
world and for the decision of all 
international problems through 
normal talks between states.”

CAPITALISM 


Nothing is superior except by comparison 


face we compare the conditions of nations and people in anti-capitalistic 
countries with the security, prosperity, happiness and well-being of our 
people under United States capitalism, we appreciate our privilege of living 
in a capitalistic, democratic country. 

The basic principle of the free, capitalistic system which we have developed 
in our country affords opportunity to the individual who is willing to use his 
talents to the extent of his ability and desire to produce—to accumulate some- 
thing for investment in a home, a farm, in savings accounts, bonds and other 
securities, life insurance, the education of his children, and comforts of life— 
and become a capitalist. 

The following facts give us a deep appreciation of what capitalism has 
done and is doing for our country and its people. 

Private capital in the form of taxes and purchases of United States Govern- 
ment Bonds made it possible for us to spend three hundred thirty billion dollars 
in carrying out our part of the program in winning World War II. This, of 
course, is unimportant when we consider the loss of life and permanent and 
partial disability which our youth sustained and which cannot be measured in 
dollars. 

Our participation in World War II has left us today with a national debt 
of two hundred fifty-seven billion dollars, but on the credit side we find that 
our annual national income, at the current rate, is equal to 90% of our total 
national debt. Of this total national debt, thirty-nine billion dollars are in 
treasury obligations owned by Government agencies, so our net debt is slightly 
over two hundred eighteen billion dollars. 

The United States free enterprise business system is operating at its highest 
level, furnishing employment to sixty-two million people at the highest hourly 
and weekly earnings ever recorded. Stockholders and corporations, after paying 
the highest peacetime taxes in the post-war years, have had the highest net aver- 
age earnings in history from their investment. 

Our farmers had cash income from marketing last year amounting to 
twenty-seven billion five hundred million dollars, the highest on record. 

Total farm assets of our country amount to sli ghtly more than one hundred 
twenty-seven billion dollars, against which there is an indebtedness of only 
twelve billion four hundred million dollars. Thus our farmers have ownership 
equity of over 90 per cent in their farms. 

In non-farm homes, counting apartment buildings with four or less fami- 
lies, and all valued at a total of two hundred billion dollars, our home owners 
have an equity of one hundred fifty-eight billion dollars—a substantial owner- 
ship of 79 per cent. 

Therefore, as a result of the opportunity provided by our free-enterprise 
capitalistic system, the people of our nation have a free and clear ownership in 
their homes and farms of 83.4 per cent. | 

Our people have savings of more than one hundred thirty-six billion dol- 
lars in govetnment bonds and savings accounts. 

An additional ninety-seven billion dollars are on deposit in commercial! 
bank accounts. 

Our men and women have a cash investment of sixty billion dollars in 


life insurance policies. 


A high percentage of our working people are provided with unfentploy. 
ment insurance, sickness, accident and retirement benefits, financed by employe 
ers, employees and government. Others who are not covered by these plans and 
who find themselves in need are provided for by governmental and social insti- 
tutions. 


We are increasing our efforts to improve the standard of living of the 
people in the lower income brackets. 


The United States, with only six per cent of the world population and 
seven per cent of its land area, under its democratic, capitalistic system, before 
World War II, produced forty-seven per cent of the world’s manufactured 
goods, but what is more important, ninety per cent of that production was 
consumed within our own borders. Today we are producing over fifty per cent 
of the world’s manufactured goods, of which a substantial percentage is for 
other countries. 

Capitalism is backing freedom of worship and providing increasing educas 
tional opportunities by constantly giving more and more support to the two 
things upon which our democratic, cultural civilization depends—spiritual and 
educational values. 


We have a permanent investment in churches and schools of eighteen bil- 
lion five hundred million dollars and are spending annually eight billion dollars 
for religious and educational purposes. 


Membership in the churches is increasing at a much faster rate than the 
increase in the population, and in our Sunday Schools at an even greater rate, 


in the past thirty years, elementary school enrollment has increased 13.5 
per cent, high school enrollment 146.1 per cent and college and university en- 
roliment 351.6 per cent. 


‘ 
Our public school expenditures per pupil enrolled have gone up from 
$48.02 in 1920 to $132.06 in 1947, or 175.0 per cent. 


Since 1920 the population of our country has increased 43 per cent and the 
investment in school and college equipment has increased 571 per cent. 


Since the beginning of our industrial and scientific development i in the 
early 1800's, the capitalistic system, due to individual freedom, initiative and 
ingenuity, has given the world more of the comforts and conveniences of life 
than mankind had received in the previous 5000 years of civilization. 


Under this system our people as a whole are happy and united, are increage 
ing their capital and enjoying a fuller spiritual, cultural and material life 


Today our scientific and industrial knowledge and experience in the vari- 
ous fields of peaceful activity are open to the rest of the world, and in this 
respect we have joined with other like-minded nations in contributing to the 
technical assistance program of the United Nations. 


No nation, no individual, no venture, no private or public institution, ne 
program for the welfare of people can progress without capital. 


It is each individual's duty to contribute to the preservation, protection 
and improvement of our democratic civilization on a basis which is sound and 
fair to all our people.

Whether persons building new 
homes in the North Berkeley 
Sanitary Sewer System area will 
have to pay $125 for a connec- 
tion with the sewer, as originally 
planned, has not been determined 
pending acceptance of the system 
by the city.

NEW YORK, Dec. 19 (UP)— 


Jim Hearn and Sal Maglie, two 


major factors in the New York

outstanding pitchers for 1950. 


Hearn, a tall, drawling right- 


hander acquired from the St. 


Louis Cardinals on waivers last 


June, compiled the best earned 
run average in the circuit, 2.49, 
as he racked up 11 victories 
against four losses. 

Maglie, a 33-year-old _right- 
hander from Niagara Falls, N. Y., 
had the best won-and-lost per- 
centage, .818, on the basis of his 
18 victories and four defeats. In 
addition, the swarthy, ex-Mexican 
Leaguer was runnerup in the 
earned run column with 2.71 
while also recording the league’s 
longest winning streak, 11 straight 
games. 

Hearn and Maglie, along with 
teammate Larry Jansen and 
Robin Roberts of the pennant- 
winning Phillies, wound up in a 
four-way tie for the most shut- 
outs, each gaining five. 

Biggest winner in the circuit 
was southpaw Warren Spahn, who 
showed 21 triumphs against 17 
setbacks. For the second straight 
year, Spahn led in strikeouts with 
191. Only other 20-game win- 
ners in the loop were Johnny 
Sain of the Braves and Roberts. 

Bespectacled Jim Konstanty, 
the Phillies’ rarely-failing “‘fire- 
man,” set a modern major league 
record for pitchers by appearing 
in 74 games. He wiped out the 
old mark of 70 set by Ace Adams 
of the Giants in 1943, winning 16 
games and losing seven in the 
process. 

Apart from Hearn and Mazglie, 


only one other regular hurler was | 


able to post an earned run mark 
better than 3.00: He was gang- 
ling Ewell Blackwell of Cincin- 
nati, who won 17 and lost 15, 
winding up with an E.R.A. of 2.97. 
Jansen, with a 19 and 13 record, 
was just over the mark with 3.01, 
followed by Roberts at 3.02. 

Vern Bickford of the Braves, 
who pitched the league's only no- 
hit game of 1950, hurled the most 
complete games, 27; the most in- 
nings, 312, and faced the most 
batsmen, 1325. He, Spahn and 
Roberts tied in the matter of | 
starting the most games with 39 
each. 

Herman Wehmeier of Cincin- 
nati gave up the most bases on 
balls, 135; allowed the most runs, 
157, and the most earned runs, 
145. He and Blackwell each had 
11 wild pitches. Blackwell also 
hit the most batters, 11. 

Sain yielded the most hits, 294, 
and Bob Rush of the Cubs suf- 
fered the most defeats, 20. 

The Phillies’ pitching staff 
turned in the best earned run 
average, 3.50, with the Giants 
second at 3.71. The Pirates were 
last in this department with 4.33.

of Orissa province on the east 
coast today, with 500 persons al- 
ready dead. 

Press dispatches said bodies 
littered streets, sidewalks and 
railway stations at Rantalai and 
nearby Puri. 

Emergency hospitals set up by 
state authorities were overflow- 
ing. Twelve persons waited for 
each bed emptied by death. 

The epidemic struck Rantalai 
while the village was jammed 
with 40,000 pilgrims seeking a 
cure for other illness from a 
shepherd boy “miracle healer,” 
12-year-old Nepal Baba. — 

Nearly 250,000 sick and af- 
flicted had come to Rantalai in 
the last six months to receive 
his specially-prepared powdered 
| tree bark which believers said 
cured everything from leprosy 
to an ingrown toenail. 

Authorities blamed the increas- 
ing hordes of pilgrims for the 
lack of sanitation in which chol- 
era flourishes. Pilgrims who had 
flocked to the village to be cured 
fight their way out. 

Hundreds died on the long trek 
the cholera 
spread to Puri, where 106 cases 
and 37 deaths were reported in 
three days. 

Health authorities forbade fur- 
ther pilgrimages to the shepherd 
boy.

These bands make 
occasional forays from their hide- 
outs against unprotected villages. 
They operate in much the same 
way as the Communists in Ma- 
laya. Since it is impossible to 
police all the villages, the Gov- 
ernment is seeking the co-oper- 
ation of villagers through land 
reforms and the formation of vil- 
lage home guards. It will take a

HE Russians are making obvious preparations for the establish- 
ment in Warsaw of a Soviet-led rival organization to the United 
Nations, according to reports reaching Paris. The feeling among 
diplomats here is that these preparations are meant only as intimida-

however, be used at short notice to set up a Sovietized United 
Nations should the Kremlin decide to break eff at Lake Success. 


Meanwhile, the Russians, ac- 
cording to the same unimpeach- 
able sources, have organized, also 
in Warsaw, regular fortnightly 
diplomatic meetings in which high 
Soviet diplomats coming specially 
from the Kremlin discuss the fu- 

‘ture moves of the joint Commu- 

nist diplomacy with leaders of the 
Balkan satellite and eastern Eu- 
ropean nations. These regular 
meetings are destined to unify 
action, and also to give satellites 
the consoling feeling that they 
are being consulted by the Soviet 
Union. 

On a wider wcerid scope, they 
recall the regular meetings of the 
Axis political and military lead- 
ers in the days of World War II. 

Permanent Council Set Up. 

A clear indication that the Rus- 
sians intend to establish their 
own Sovietized United Nations is 
given by the creation of a per- 
manent World Council for Peace 
with headquarters in Warsaw dur- 
ing this fall’s meeting of the 
World Congress of Peace Parti- 
sans. . 

Simultaneously, the Bureau of 


the Peace Congresses—the per-| 


manent Communist secretarial or- 
ganization for hoiding peace con- 
gresses—was transformed to in- 
clude fewer Soviet members and 
more ‘non-Russians in order to 
make it a really international 
body. 

In the final address voted by 
the congress, delegates character- 
istically reproached the United 
Nations for not achieving world 
peace because it is influenced by 
“forces” which are not striving 
toward general agreement. 


Great Activity Shown. 


Since its establishment at the 
end of October, the World Coun- 
cil of Peace has displayed great 
activity in listing, country by 
country, the signatories of the 
Stockholm Appeal for Peace, and 
in proclaiming that they repre- 
sent a large majority of the 
world’s population. It contends 
that 800,000,000 people so far 
have signed the appeal which was 
drafted during the meeting of the 
committee in March 1950. 

This, of course, is meant not 
only to stress the large number of 
peace seekers in this world, but 
also to give a legal argument to 
the Soviet Government for the 
day when it will proclaim that 
the Warsaw organization has far 
more supporters than the United 
Nations. ' 

Many political observers in 
Paris believe that this day will 
come soon if Russia fails to ob- 
tain the entry of Communist 
China into U.N., and if the forth- 
coming talks with the western 
world fail to bring any satisfac- 
tory solution—for the Soviet 
Union. 

Considered Seriously. 

How many of these intended 
moves are meant as threat and 
propaganda, and how many are 
sincere is difficult to see, but the 
fact remains that they are con- 
sidered seriously in high diplo- 
matic circles in the French capital. 

So far most of the Soviet action 
fn Warsaw has been based on the 
Stockholm appeal to ban atomic 
bombs and on the Communist 
peace organization which the Rus- 
sians say is the one organism 
capable of achieving peace. 

This propaganda has been con- 
centrated mostly on disrupting 
the North Atlantic Alliance, and 
encouraging the immense desire 
of the Germans for peace. 

The Russians were so keen on 
obtaining as many signatures as 
possible to the Stockholm appeal 
that their emissaries used all 
sorts of tricks to get non-Com- 
munists to sign. Statistics appear 
to have been faked on a large 
scale. 

In eastern Germany, for in- 
stance, 17,046,000 signatures were 
collected from a population num- 
bering 17,270,000. 

Many of Western Europe's ap- 
peasers at any price have failed 
to see that the Stockholm appeal 
condemned the atom bomb — 
which is a Soviet point of in- 
feriority—but made no provision 
for condemning other means of 
war or war in general. 

Only a few have read the his- 
tory of diplomacy which was pub- 
lished in Moscow in 1945, and is 
looked upon as a manual for So- 
viet diplomats and politicians. 

Here is an excerpt from the 
manual: “Since the earliest days 
of diplomacy, propaganda in favor 
of disarmament has been one of 
the preferred forms in the diplo- 
matic art of camouflage, always 
with the Sntention of hiding the 
real motives of the action of a 
‘state.”

Jeep Destroyed. 

The first flare of gunfire de- 
stroyed Talbert’s jeep. The Reds 
directed a hail of mortar fire, 
machine-gun and small arms bul- 
lets at the patrol, but the Ameri- 
cans held them off for 30 min- 
utes. 

Talbert’s men got six jeeps out 
of the liné of fire and started 
back down the road. 

“We could never have done 
that except for two men on ma- 
chine guns,” Talbert recalled. 
“One was Sgt. Takeo Ono of 
Honolulu. The other was a ser- 
geant who was wounded and 
taken prisoner. I’ve recommended 
both for Silver Stars.” 

The sergeant’s name was with- 
held. 

During the first part of the 
patrol’s retreat, the road ran par- 
allel to Red positions in the 
flanking hills. Talbert, a radio 
operator, an interpreter and an 
engineer from an Army engineer 
company remained in the village. 

A shell hit the gasoline tank 
of the rear jeep and two men 
abandoned it. Then the Chinese 
swarmed down the hillside. One 
of the two—a corporal—turned 
around and saw that his compan- 
ion was surrendering to two Chi- 
nese. 

The corporal shot one of the 
Chinese through the head with a 
pistol. The other Chinese was so 
excited that the other American 
grabbed up his gun and shot him. 

Intense gunfire forced two men 
in another of the six jeeps to 
drive into a ditch. Both were 
taken prisoner. 

Back in the village, Talbert and 
his three companions decided to 
make a run for it. They started 
across a broad flat field in back 
of the village. 

Like A Movie Comedy. 

“It was like a comedy in the 
movies,” Talbert said. “The 
Chinks were coming off that hill 
and the four of us were running 
like mad, shedding our outer 
clothes as we ran.” 

The enemy soldiers stopped to 
look at Talbert’s wrecked jeep. 
That enabled the four Americans 


yards to about 150. 

“I wasn't worrying about being 
hit by gunfire but kept worrying 
they’d run us into the ground,” 
Talbert said. “We were nearly 
exhausted and all of us were 
puffing like mad. 


“We'd run about a half mile | 


when out of the sky came four 
Shooting Stars (F-80 jets) with 
rockets firing at the Chinks chas- 
ing us across the field. 

“I didn’t even look back. I just 
kept running but, man, was I 
happy.” 

The four ran on for about a 
quarter of a mile and then from 
sheer exhaustion had to stop. Tal- 
bert looked back and the Chinese 
soldiers were moving back to the 
hill from where they had 
jumped the patrol. 

“It was a miracle we escaped. 
They shot everything at us but 
the kitchen sink.” 

The patrol, airmen estimated, 
had been jumped by 400 Chinese.

INCE my last report on the

been solved: The evacuation by 
Corps from northeastern Korea. 

The fortitude and courage of 
the troops, excellent troop-lead- 
ing by field commanders of all 
grades, and admirable co-opera- 
tion by all three services (land, 
sea and air) have been respon- 
sible for this result. While the 
evacuation is not complete at this 
writing, there’ seems little chance 
that the enemy can seriously in- 
terfere with it now unless he 


brings air power to bear in quan- 
tities which he has not hitherto 
seemed anxious to engage. 
But as the last elements of the 
Tenth Corps’ rear guard embarks 
from the beaches of Hungnam 
under the steel curtain of the 
gunfire of the fleet, the whole of 
northern Korea falls once more 
under Communist control, save 
for the operations of United Na- 
tions aircraft. 

Disaster Avoided. 

We have avoided disaster. The 
Tenth Corps has been extricated 
from a perilous position indeed, 
with serious but not crushing 
losses. The larger portion of our 
ground forces, the Eighth Army, 
has disengaged from the enemy 
and withdrawn below the Thirty- 
eighth parallel, hurt but still in 
fighting trim. The United States 
Second Division was heavily 
mauled, two ROK divisions pretty 
well broken up, the Turkish bri- 
gade severely damaged, but the 
army as a whole is still intact and 
still capable of putting up a tough 
battle. The Tenth Corps, after 
rest and regrouping, can rejoin 
the Eighth Army if that is de- 
sired. 

Furthermore, our air and sea 
power remains intact and capable 
of inflicting very severe losses 
on the enemy. 

But what next in Korea? 

Much depends on the enemy’s 
further intentions. His great 
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military situation in Korea, one

Justice for Peace

Still No Water Policy 


A distinct disappointment is the report which 
the President’s Water Resources Policy Com- 
mission has made after nearly a year’s study. 


The commission, headed by Morris L. Cooke, 
former head of REA, dealt with many secondary 
problems but none of the really primary ones. 


Yet its mandate from President Truman last 
January was to make “a comprehensive study 
and review of all existing water resources legis- 
lation and policies,” and to bring in “recom- 
mendations in the full knowledge of national 
needs and objectives.” 


Weakly, the commission has passed the buck. 
It recommends that Congress do the reviewing, 
when all that reviews by Congress have pro- 
duced is the existing muddle. It recommends 
still another committee of review for water 
resources projects, when the real problem is to 
get powerful lobbies like the Army Engineers 
to observe reviewing agencies that already exist. 


Primarily there are four problems: 


1. To enable committees of Congress to 
deal with water resources programs as a 
whole rather than piecemeal. 

2. To have these committees of Congress 
so constituted that they identify themselves 
with broad national interests instead of— 
as at present—with the narrow bureaucratic 
interests of the Government agencies which 
deal with them. 

3. To set up a national series of priorities 
in the uses of water, including a standard 
procedure for adjudication of water claims 
in the courts. 

4. To administer the programs under a 
single management. 

The Cooke commission shied away from these 
problems, but they are problems which insistent- 
ly clamor for solution by means of one coherent 


national policy. 


A coherent policy is wanted in the Missouri 
Valley, where there is not enough water in the 
Missouri River system to serve all the conflict- 
ing purposes such as navigation and irrigation— 
and where there is too little water to serve 
fully all the parts of the region, such as North 
Dakota and Missouri. 


A coherent policy is wanted on the Colorado 
River; there is not enough water in that stream 
to supply all the needs of a growing California 
and a growing Arizona, and the amount of water 
available will eventually set the limit on the 
development of each of those states. 


A coherent policy is wanted in the rich Cen- 
tral Valley of California. 


Coherent policies will be wanted in more and 
more regions of the United States as it becomes 
more and more necessary to use the country’s 
water supplies wisely. 

The President’s Commission should have 
brought that coherence out of the present babel. 
Since it did not do so, we think the President 
would be well advised if he sent it back to its 
task with instructions to bring in more funda- 
mental recommendations. After all the investi- 
gating it has done, the commission should be 
possessed of all the facts required for informed 
decisions. Those decisions, we believe, it should 
have the courage and the determination to make, 
no matter how much difference of opinion is 
disclosed among commission members in the 
process. 
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The Miracle of the Carols 


This is a piece which probably ought to be 
called “The Ordeal of the Carols.” But on 
second thought, it seems a much better idea to 
change “Ordeal” to “Miracle.” 


As you walk around town these days, you hear 
all the stores making like cathedrals. Every 
kind of loudspeaker is playing the Christmas 
songs at the same time. Some boom them out, 
and others rattle and whine. They get all mixed 
up with electric bells, and you hear something 
like “O Silent Wise Men of the East how bright 
we see thee shine. Adeste, hark the herald 


Bethlehem comes, faithful to the merry gentle- 


men...” And when the radio and television 
in the evening take up where the loudspeakers 
left off, you are pretty sure that by morning 
every carol will be as dead as one of last year’s 
leaders in the hit parade. : 

But it does not happen that way. On Christ- 
mas Eve every one of these old songs will be 
as fresh and as bright and as wonderful as the 
star over the stable. Hearts will swell to them 
as before. This, truly, is the miracle of the 
carols. It happens, of course, because of the 
simple, moving dignity of the songs. But in St. 
Louis a good measure of credit must go to the 
Christmas Carols Association. For 39 years, its 
bands of singers have wandered through our 
streets, stopping before each house in which a 
window candle has been lighted. 

These voices up the block really herald. the 
arrival of Christmas. Every one who has heard 
them knows how wonderful they are. The holi- 
day would hardly be real to many of us if we 
could not open our doors to these singers. And 
we trust that when they again make their rounds 
this year, they will find no Scrooges on their 
routes. After all, the donations given the carol 
singers are used to make Christmas happy for 
handicapped and underprivileged children in 
some 40 St. Louis institutions. 

That, by the way, makes the Miracle of the 
Carols very real. 
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On the Road From Samarkand 


There’s a fire smoldering in Afghanistan and 
Swat and Baluchistan, with neither Douglas 
Fairbanks nor the Bengal Lancers available to 
put out the flames. The tensions there are of 
more than casual interest to the world, for this 
is the region of the Khyber pass, the back door 
from Russian Samarkand to the Indian sub- 
continent. 

Delegates representing semi-autonomous Pa- 
than tribesmen, who live in the unsettled border 
region between Afghanistan and Pakistan, have 
called for United Nations assistance in estzb- 
lishing a new state of Pushtoonistan. Afghanis- 
tan, which only three months ago was loudly 
protesting its innocence of any complicity in 
recent sporadic border fighting, now is openly 
supporting the Pathans. 

Pakistan is not likely to forget reports that 
Soviet agents have been at work in the Afghan 
capital of Kabul. And Pakistan certainly will 
regard this latest move as just another in a 
series of Afghan efforts to get back from 
Pakistan land lost by an Afghan empire 150 
years ago. 

Significantly enough, the Pathan delegates 
who asked for U.N. help met in New Delhi, the 
capital of India. Moslem Afghanistan and Hindu 

India, despite religious differences, have been 
moving closer together against Pakistan. Afghan- 
istan wants Indian support for whatever terri- 
torial ambitions it may have. And India would 
not reject Afghan support for its claims to 
Kashmir. 

This may be the key to pacification of the 


area. If the Kashmir dispute were settled 
amicably, Afghanistan might find ambitions for 
territorial expansion hopeless. But so long as 
India and Pakistan remain at loggerheads, some- 
body else, whether Pathan, Afghan or Russian, 
will be trying to capitalize on it. 
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Test for the Democrats 


There is going to be a fight among the Dem- 
ocrats in the United States Senate, it seems, 
to keep the party lined up in support of the 
basic principles of the New Deal and the Fair 
Deal. This effort is coming to a head in con- 
nection with the selection of a majority leader 
to take the place of Scott Lucas. And, consider- 
ing the best interests of the nation, it is a 
worthwhile fight. It takes men of both pro- 
gressive and conservative outlook to pass good 
laws. Stagnation or worse would result if both 
parties followed the conservative line. 


This is likely to happen if the Democratic 
Senators choose Ernest W. McFarland of Ari- 
zona as their leader. McFarland is an amiable, 
easy-going man, but it is not likely that he 
would offer the leadership necessary to get 
major issues clearly defined for public judg- 
ment in 1952. 


Therefore some 16 Democratic Senators are 
backing Joseph O’Mahoney of Wyoming for the 
majority leadership. O’Mahoney has his quirks. 
He is not always predictable. Yet he offers con- 
siderably more than McFarland. The Arizona 
Senator’s supporters, the conservatives among 
the Senate Democrats, say they already have 30 
votes lined up. If so, the battle is going to be 
short, and their victory sweet. The O’Mahoney 
men, however, believe that this claim will not 
stand up when the votes are counted. 


President Truman could wield considerable 
influence in the matter. But he is taking a 
hands-off attitude. This is rather strange since 
for years the majority leader has been the 
White House spokesman. Granted that it is 
politically unwise for a President to create the 
impression of bossing his party’s representation 
in Congress; nevertheless, what hope will there 
be for Administration legislation if there is not 
a strong Administration leader to battle for it? 


Some Democratic pcliticians seem to feel that 
the more thev look like the opposition, the 
better it will be for them in the next election. 
We doubt very much that such an attitude will 
pay off. The Republicans tried the “me too” 
line for years, and it got them nowhere. The 
people, in our opinion, want to hear both the 
progressive and the conservative case. So even 
expediency is against an abandonment by the 
Democrats of the basic policy which has kept 
them in office since 1932. 
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Political Meddling in Granite City 


Fire Chief Clarence Cook has resigned in 


Granite City because of meddling by the city 


administration. Only three days earlier, Police 
Chief Eugene Burnett quit after constant pres- 
sure from gamblers and their political allies. It 
may seem there is no connection between these 
cases, but there is. 


Fire Chief Cook and Police Chief Burnett 
both had their troubles with Mayor Leonard 
Davis’ administration. Cook’s ideas about fire- 
fighting efficiency were ignored and discarded. 
Politics invaded Burnett’s police force and de- 
moted an_ assistant. who had, like Burnett, raided 
gambling joints. 

A city government that would interfere with 
the professional operation of its fire department 
is a poor government, It is the kind of govern- 
ment that would offer weak resistance to 
gambling racketeers. It is the kind of govern- 
ment that leaves the way open for profitable 
crime. 

Granite City has that kind of government. 
Do the people want it? 
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A Standard for Redistricting 


The Curtis A. Betts plan for remapping the 
state’s congressional districts, which we pub- 
lished Sunday, will send shudders up and down 
various political spines. 


Mr. Betts has figured out how the congres- 
sional districts would look if the Legislature 
set out strictly to provide fair representation 
for Missouri’s people. He made no effort to 
preserve any sitting Congressman’s seat. He 
paid no attention to carving out “safe Repub- 
lican” or “safe Democratic” districts. All he 
tried to do was to map districts which would 
give every Missourian, as nearly as possible, an 
equal voice in the national House of Repre- 
sentatives. * 


The result is five roughly equal districts 
covering the non-metroplitan areas of the state; 
two districts covering Kansas City and 11 sur- 
rounding counties; and four districts compris- 
ing St. Louis and four surrounding counties. 


This represents a considerable change from 
the present apportionment, which cheats the 
St. Louis area and over-represents all the other 
counties of the state. But a considerable 
change is called for because there has been 
a considerable shift in population. Since 1940 
St. Louis county has increased its population 
47.5 per cent, while some rural counties have 
lost as much as one fourth. 


When the members of the Legislature ap- 
proach the task of reapportionment they will be 
under powerful pressure to deny those facts 
of population and to gerrymander the state 
for political advantage. It may be heresy to 
suggest that their single aim should be to pro- 
vide fair representation for the people. But 
that is how their work will be measured. The 
closer they approach Mr. Betts’ suggested ap- 
portionment, the better they will discharge 
their responsibilities. 
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Three Fourths of a Tax Bill 


The Senate Finance Committee has completed 
action on the excess profits tax bill, and its 
immediate yield is estimated at somewhat more 
than $3,000,000,000 a year. That is less than 
the House bill, which was figured to produce 
$3,400,000,000, and about one fourth less than 
the Administration’s request for $4,000,000,000. 

It is no excuse for the Senate leaders to claim 
that their bill may ultimately yield $4,000,000,- 
000 a year when the national income has gone 
up far enough. If they passed a $4,000,000,000 
bill now, that too would produce more as profits 
rose. 


Both branches of Congress have now shown 
that they cannot bring themselves to apply to 
corporations a rate of taxation which the times 
demand and which the current rate of profits 
would more than support. They have estab- 
lished a poor precedent for demanding extra 
sacrifices of individual taxpayers next year. 
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No Retreat From the World

American people are looking for way out of disaster in Korea, 
editorial says; warns against retreat to isolationism; if nation went 
its way alone, without allies, it could not maintain its living stand- 
ard; it might become police state and lose its political freedom.

Stung and perhaps stunned by what has 
happened to us in Korea, the American 
people are seeking not only an explanation 
for the disaster there, but also a way out. 


To judge by such unscientific but not 
necessarily inaccurate guides as casual 
conversations and letters written to news- 
papers, a sizable segment of our people 
seems to feel that the way out consists of 
pulling back to this country and trying 
to build an iron wall of our own. 


How big or influential this segment is, 
we do not know. But we do know that 
this paper, like others, has received many 
letters from bewildered, angered Ameri- 
cans who feel they have been betrayed, 
who think (for the moment, at least) 
that international co-operation has proved 
a farce and that the only solution is to 
retreat in time and space to the idea of 
an America comfortably protected by 
oceans and big military establishments. 


This is, we suppose, a resurgence of iso- 
lationism. But the times are too serious 
to indulge in epithets which mean differ- 
ent things to different men. This is a 
time in which it is more helpful to deal 
with facts rather than words. What are 
the facts concerning the feasibility of 
pulling back into our ocean-washed shell? 


If the world at large (out of sheer per- 
versity, some seem to believe) is to be a 
place of war and death and hunger, 
there is undoubtedly something comforting 
about the idea that the United States 
should go its way alone, sheltered from 
the horrors ranging the rest of this un- 
happy planet. 

Few Americans, or none, would take 
this as a first choice if they were design- 
ing the best of all possible worlds. We 
can think of no American who would not 
like to see every country as free and as 
prosperous as our own. And the great 
majority have made willing sacrifices in 
an effort to help other countries achieve 


something like our own political freedom 
and economic abundance. 

But the faith of many has been shat- 
tered by the events in Korea; they seem 
to think that we have tried and failed 
and now must look to America first. 

What kind of America would that be? 
Even if most of the men and women of 
this country were willing to see the rest 
of the world enslaved (which we still do 
not believe they are), what kind of coun- 
try would we have here? Let no one 
delude himself into thinking that a United 
States isolated in a world of tyranny 
would be anything like the United States 
we have known. 

In a desperate but almost certainly 
futile effort to make our strength equal 
that of the rest of the world, we would 
lose everything that means America. The 
Yeast thing we would lose would be our 
standard of living, for our automobiles 
and television sets and refrigerators would 
necessarily become planes, tanks and guns. 

Since a hosti'e Communist world would 
no more trade with us than we will now 
trade with the Communists, we would have 
less (or none) of the goods we now 
import: shellac, tin, antimony, manga- 
nese, chrome, nickel, asbestos, rubber, 
diamonds, sugar, wool, wood pulp, copper, 
lead, zinc, bauxite and a host of other 
things. 

But most importantly, we would lose 
most or all of our political freedom. Ours, 
too, would be a police state and would 
take on all the evil characteristics of such 
states. 

_It may become necessary to retreat mili- 

tarily from Korea. It may become neces- 
sary to retreat politically from some of 
the hopes and programs we have voiced 
in the last five years. But we cannot 
retreat from the world. 

The illusion that this country can some- 
how insulate itself from the world’s woes 
can only lead to greater disasters. 


Children and Television Advertising

A writer ofa letter to The New York 
Times relates that she and her husband 
did not buy television on “easy pay- 
ments” to save their two youngsters “em- 
harrassment”; instead, they explained to 
the children how much a set would cost 
“in terms of working hours for their 
father and careful money management by 
their mother,” and planned to save for a 
set. That sounds like much better child 
training than surrender to a mass mes- 
merism that “you're left out if you 
haven't got TV.” 

Angelo Patri, educator and newspaper 
columnist, says he is going to return the 
check he received for use of a statement 
by him in an advertisement and is “never 
going to advertise anything for anybody 
any more.” Would that some other pur- 
veyors of “endorsements” for commercial 
products were as wise and conscientious.

CASE HISTORY OF A MOVIE, by Dore Schary. 

(Random House, 242 pgs., $3.) 

“Case History of a Movie” is the case of 
a producer angling for some free publicity 
for one of his pictures soon to be released.

Toward Armed Isolation?

confidence. The country has 


interests and how are they to be 
This division has brought an un- 


precedented violence into our 
public life. And it has subjected 
our strategical decisions and our 
diplomatic ac- 

tions to the va- 

garies of private 

emotion and to 

the pressures 

and the intoxi- 

cations of mass 

movements. 

Thus the na- 

tion has been 

denied the guid- 

ance and the 

comfort which 

can come only 

from an accepted 

doctrine, from a common convic- 
tion, and from fraternal agree- 
ment on the first and last things 
of the nation’s existence and its 
destiny. In place of a national 
doctrine of American security we 
have had the Truman Doctrine. 
And so, contrary to the consid- 
ered judgment of ‘every Ameri- 
can soldier and statesman who 
ever studied the question and 
was competent to judge it, vir- 
tually all of the American Army 
and all its reserves were sucked 
into a peninsula of Asia in the 
presence and in defiance of over- 
whelmingly superior forces. 


Confidence and Unity. 


Our people have been shaken 
by this demonstration of misin- 
formation, miscalculation and mis- 
judgment at the highest levels of 
decision and command. Deep in 
their souls there is the question, 
which, will have to be answered, 
as to what is being done, what can 
be done about that. The young 
men will come forward. The 
weapons will be turned out. The 
people will work and they will 
pay and they will go without. 


But what they must know is 
that their biggest efforts will be 
directed ultimately by men who 
will not sacrifice their better 
judgment to their impulses, or 
to appease their domestic critics, 
or to be applauded in the next 
day’s newspapers, or because they 
are betwitched by slogans, or be- 
cause they are too timid to be 
rational. 


Confidence and unity cannot 
be restored merely by allowing 
or inviting a few men to resign. 
Nevertheless I think that after a 
defeat of this kind there should 
be some resignations, not to make 
scapegoats of honorable men but, 
as is the case when a captain runs 
his ship aground, in order to re- 
mind all who come after how 
serious it is to err when the 
stakes are life and death. 


But those who come after will 
continue to err unless the coun- 
try can reach by general agree- 
ment a strategical doctrine which 
fits its geography, its resources 
and its limitations, its genius and 
its traditions. I do not think my- 
self that our ablest strategists and 
experts in foreign affairs would 
find it difficult to formulate a na- 
tional doctrine—were they undis-

A Flexible Defense. 


The central principle of the 
doctrine would be that North 
America is an island, a conti- 
nental island to be sure, but still 
in relation to the Old World an 
island. The people of North Am- 
erica can never meet on even 
terms the armed masses of the 
Eurasian continent. It is non- 
sense to suppose that the small- 
er number can encircle and con- 
tain the larger and that this can 
be done across two oceans. 

The true American doctrine— 
both in defense and in offense— 
is to recognize the limitations of 
and to exploit the advantages of 
our island character—our inferi- 
ority in manpower, our super 
ority in technology and in pro- 
duction, the oceans of sea and 
air around us which offer us the 
means of a flexible defense and 
of a highly mobile offense. 

If what I am told by men who 
have been out in the country is 
correct, and what, as nearly as I 
can judge from some good sam- 
ples, the letters pouring into 
Washington signify, it is this: 
After Korea, what the people 
want is to increase the military 
power of the United States and 
to get out of entanglements like 
Korea. There is little doubt, I 
think, that the main tide is run- 
ning in the direction of an armed 
isolation, 


What Russia Wants. . 


It has not yet run all the way 
or nearly all the way to that. The 
lessons learned in the two world 
wars are not forgotten. But the 
tide will, in my opinion, run ever 
stronger and stronger towards 
armed isolation if the inflated 
globalism of the Truman-Acheson 
policy is not deflated. 

The movement towards armed 
isolation could take the form 
either of a demand for withdrawal 
from Europe and Asia—which is, 
of course, what the Kremlin 
wants more than anything else 
on earth—or it could take the 
form of a preventive war waged 
without the support of any of our 
allies and, in fact, in the belief 
that, while our allies would be 
overrun and would perish, they 
can be treated as expendable. 

Our allies abroad will be well- 
advised, therefore, for their own 
security as well ag for our own, 
to work with and not against an 
American withdrawal from the 
overextended commitments of the 
Truman Doctrine.

NOW IF WE WORK this thing right, we can 
catch invisible particles and make them visible, 
or we can track down alpha particles, or, if we 
want to go all out, we can make beta tracks. 

When you grow tired of beta tracks, you can 
turn to the electroscope. In case you aren't famil- 
far with the electroscope, it differs from the 
Geiger counter in that the former operates with 
the passage of a single ray, whereas the latter 
doesn’t count each particle but operates due to 
fonization produced by radiation.

e Right Baby

RS. McK. is another expectant mother who is worried for 
hi fear she might not get the right baby! “Sometime ago,” 
she writes, “you published a column telling of the care 
taken to prevent exchange of babies in maternity hospitals, 
but you said blood tests could not always prove parentage. 
Aren't there some new blood tests now? I have read about 
them.” 

* Yes, Mrs. McK., there are now three different substances 
in the blood which can be tested, and the mode of inheritance 
of all of these is well known, so the problem is nearer solution 
each year. 
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AN INTERESTING ILLUSTRATION is provided by an 
unusual case reported two years ago in Europe. Mr. A., was 
the father of five-year-old twin boys who did not look alike— 
a common situation with twins, most of whom are not of the 
“identical” type. At a party to which he took his twins, 


he noticed another boy of the same age who looked enough . 


like one of his own boys to be an identical twin! Inquiry 
revealed that this boy had been born in the same hospital 
on the same day as his own twins, and the idea naturally 
came to him that there might have been a mixup. Careful 
study of blood tests showed that the new boy and one of 
the twins had the same blood-group formula and could have 
been born to Mrs. A., while the other “twin” could not possibly 
be the offspring of Mrs. A. A court order led to a swap and 
the A.’s now have both of their twins. 

Remember that this happened in a hospital in Switzerland, 
not in North America. Maternity wards on this continent take 
great precautions to avoid such errors. 
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BUT THESE TESTS are not limited to possible errors at 
birth. Mr. and Mrs. B. had three children, the youngest of 
whom disappeared from their home, allegedly kidnaped by a 
nurse. Six or seven years later they observed in a foundling 
home a child, the same age as theirs would be, who bore a 
close resemblance to Mr. B. They immediately identified it 
as their missing child and laid claim to it. Blood tests wére 
made and the case studied by experts. The tests provided 
double proof that the foundling could not have been born to 
Mrs. B. Their own child has never been found. 

The custom of having mother and baby room together 
in the hospital is now spreading. It naturally will make mis- 
takes all the more nearly impossible. 

Discuss the subject fully with your obstetrician, Mrs. McK. 
Ask him to make an appointment for you with the hospital 
superintendent, and discuss this subject with him (or her) 
too. It will help to remove your fears. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 19. 


LEGEND who is still very 
much alive and kicking, J. 
C. Penney, founder-boss of 
a chain-store empire in America’s 


small towns, lives the “feel” of 
his business. As he puts it: 

“When I feel merchandise, 
can always see in my imagination 
more than just the fabric. When 
I feel a bolt of cotton material 
on a counter, I can see a dress— 
or another kind of material, and 
I can see a beautiful curtain in a 
living room. You must realize 
that, in a way, merchandise lives 
and breathes. I love merchandise 
and I love people. I know that 
sounds mushy—but when I say 
‘love,’ I méan ‘Jove’! I hate the 
word ‘like’ ... And that is the 
reason for my success.” 

As he talked, he leaned across 
a bold bronze statue of a bull— 
the name of the bull is “Fore- 
most”—that cost him $20,000. 
His office walls are lined with 
pictures of thoroughbred cattle, 
business associates, sons and 
daughters. His office is 18 floors 
above “Miracle Street,” Thirty+ 
fourth, in New York City, where 
to New Yorkers Macy’s and Gim- 
bel’s are so much more famous. 
But “Main Street” America will 
tell you that J. C.-“Penney’s em- 
pire is three times as big as 
Macy’s, half the size of Sears 
Roebuck. 

Penney relates: 

“People come up to me and ask 
—‘are you J. C. Penney the sec- 
ond... or the third’? With a 
business of this size and stand- 
ing, the public just doesn’t expect 
the founder to be alive and still 
active. They often say, ‘you 
didn’t really start the J. C. 
Penney stores, did you?’ Well, 
I did!” 

At 75, emperor of a chain of 
1600 stores, James Cash Penney 
is sensitive about the appropri- 
ateness of his name: “I have been 
accused of appropriating my name 
to fit my business. That is un- 
fair.” 

Last living pioneer in his field, 
surviving Woolworth and Kresge 
and the other giants, J. C. Pen- 
ney takes more pride in his start- 
ing salary than in his present 
worth: “It was $2.27 a month as 
a clerk in a store ... in 1895 
- « . and I didn’t work any set 
number of hours a day. I just got 
up with the cows in the morning 
and worked as long as I could 
see. *. 
. ‘Fortune’ imagazine called me 
ruthless. Maybe I was ruthless 
. - « but I never demanded more 
from my associates than I was 
willing to do myself... .” 

Often, matching the boss was 
quite a demand. For instance, 
Penney doesn’t smoke—for years,

neither did his employes. And 
even today, there is no ashtray 
in his own office: “And I have 
always insisted that none of my 
men drink, and I have applied 
that rule rigorously to myself. I 
have yet to take my first cock- 
tail!” 
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ENNEY’S father was a strict 
P parent, who shoved Jimmy out 
on his own at 8. Herecalls: “I 
had just turned 8 when my father 
said to me, ‘Jim, you are old 
enough to buy your own clothes.’ 
I argued that I couldn’t go out 
and get a job until I had replaced 
my old, worn-out shoes. But he 
said no, I was on my own on my 
eighth birthday. So I ran er- 
rands in Hamilton, Mo., until I 
had saved up a dollar, and I 
bought shoes. Then I saved up 
another $2.50 the same way, and 
I bought a small pig, and col- 
lected the slops from all our 
neighbors to feed it. I collected 
garbage for months for that pig, 
until it was fattened up to sell. 
Didn’t sell it, though. ... 
“I swapped by big fat pig for 
12 little pigs, and I would have 
made a lot of money fattening 


them up, but the neighbors com- 
plained of the stench of 12 pigs, 
and my father made me sell them 
before they were ready to market. 
I could get only $60 on my $2.50 
investment. . . 

“When I got home, my father 
asked me, ‘What did you do with 
your money?’ 

“*T put in in the banks,’ I said. 

“The banks?’ 

“ ‘Sure,’ I said, ‘There are two 
banks in town, so I put $30 in one 
bank and $30 in the other bank. 
That way, if one fails, I'll still 
have enough left to buy some new 
clothes!’ 

“From the look on my father’s 
face, I know now that he must 
have been thinking, ‘Pretty good 

. for a kid.’” * 

Penney is an active member of 
Rotary—a chain of clubs even 
more extensive than his own chain 
of stores. From Browning, he 
has borrowed one word for a 
motto—“Reach.” Browning said: 
“Man’s reach much exceed his 
grasp. . Or what’s a Heaven 
for?” 

Says Penney: “I’ve been reach- 
ing all my life—but in reaching 
you have to remember to keep 
your feet on the ground!” 


Christmas Plum Pudding 


By Edith M. Barber 


HEN let us be merry and 
taste of good cheer 

And remember Old Christ- 
mas comes but once a 


ee 
year!” 


So goes an old English carol 
which does not scorn the plum 
pudding, the roast goose, the 
mince pies and the roast beef 
which were expected to appear 
on every groaning board. 


We'll probably choose roast 
turkey rather than roast goose, 
and we'll forget about the roast 
beef. It’s possible that we may 
offer a choice between mince pie 
and plum pudding, but most fam- 
ilies will be content with one des- 
sert, probably the latter. There is 
tradition back of this rich dessert 
which we still call plum pudding, 
although that is one of the few 
fruits which is not featured in 
even an old-fashioned recipe. The 
original Christmas pudding is sup- 
posed to have been a sort of a 
porridge flavored with plums, and 
used in northern European coun- 
tries. As soon as raisins began 
to be imported from Spain and 
perhaps from Italy and Greece, 
they went into the pudding and 
were boiled with the grain in a 
bag. 


We have added all sorts of 
fruits and spices, and sometimes 
nuts. We use dry bread or flour 
instead of grain. We seldom boil 
our pudding in a bag nowadays. 
We usually steam it, perhaps in a 
pressure cooker which cuts down 
the time materially. Our stand- 
ards of plum pudding are that it 
must be rich and soft so that it 
can be eaten with a spoon, if 
you have an old-fashioned taste. 
We all want to be able to scrape 
up every bit of that very good 
sauce which must. go with the 
pudding. I should like to men- 
tion again that if you want to 
bring your pudding flaming to 


the table, it is a good idea to 
heat the rum or brandy with 
which it is drenched before you 
attempt to set the fire. 


The recipe given today should 
be considered basic. The bread, 
sugar, flour and suet should re- 
main the same, but you may vary 
the fruits and spices in any way 
you like. You may use only cur- 
rants and raisings just so that the 
amount remains the same, and 
may add a few nuts if desired. 
And if mince pie is your choice 
for Christmas dinner, you may 
like to have a recipe for a pud- 
ding to use during the holidays 
that is not so rich, and does not 
call for such a variety of fruit. 


Suet Pudding. 


One,and one-half cups sifted 
flour, one-half teaspoon salt, one 
and one-half teaspoons baking 
powder, one-fourth teaspoon bak- 
ing soda, one-fourth teaspoon 
cloves, three-fourth teaspoon cin- 
namon, one-fourth teaspoon nut- 
meg, one-half cup cut, seeded rai- 
sins or figs, one-half cup molas- 
ses. three-fourth cup milk, one- 
half cup ground suet. 


Mix and sift flour, salt, baking 
powder, baking soda and spices. 
Add raisins or figs and mix well. 
Pour molasses and milk over 
ground suet. Mix well and add 
sifted flour mixture. Pour into 
greased one and one-half-quart 
mold. Cover and steam two hours. 
Unmold and serve hot with sauce. 
Yield: Six servings. Note: If pres- 
sure cooker is used, steam 15 min- 
utes without pressure, and 30 
minutes at 15 pounds. 

Christmas Plum Pudding. 

One-half loaf day-old bread, 
one-half cup brown sugar, firmly 
packed; one and one-half tea- 
spoons salt, one-half teaspoon 
nutmeg, three-fourths teaspoon 
cinnamon, one-fourth teaspoon 
cloves, one cup scalded milk, one- 


Tasty Tricks 


Like goose, red cabbage is a 
favorite Christmas dish through- 
out Europe and Scandinavia. Red 
cabbage is equally good with 
goose or with pork. Best way to 
cook it is in a sweet-sour sauce. 
Cook with a grated apple; or cook 
in water and then season to taste 
with a little sugar, vinegar, butter 
and salt and pepper. 


half cup currants, one and one- 
half cups seedless raisins, one- 
half cup cut figs, one-half cup cut 
dates, one-fourth cup finely sliced 
citron, one-fourth cup finely 
sliced candied orange rind, one- 
half cup sifted flour, one-fourth 
pound ground suet, three eggs, 
one-fourth cup fruit juice or wine. 


Crumb bread, discarding crusts. 
Add ‘sugar, salt, spices and milk. 
Mix well and cool. Mix fruit with 
flour. Add suet and blend well. 
Beat eggs. Add to cooled mixture. 
Add fruit mixture and fruit juice 
or wine. Blend thoroughly and 
pour into greased two-quart mold. 
Cover and steam two and one- 
half hours. Uncover and cool. 
Recover and store in cool place. 
Reheat at least one hour before 
serving. Yield: 12servings. Note: 
If pudding is to be kept more 
than two weeks, it should be 
stored in the refrigerator. If 
pressure cooker is used, steam 
15 minutes without pressure, and 
40 minutes at 15 pounds.

This kind of experience 
is what will keep young people, 
the more brilliant ones, from 
wanting to serve the country whose 
representatives are going to take 
it for granted that they are guilty 
of disloyalty on evidence given by 
self-confessed ex-Communists who 
decide they would like to impli- 
cate a few other people along with 
themselves. 

Mrs. Rosenberg thanked the 
members of the investigating com- 
mittee for having been so diligent 
and impartial. I am sure the men 
were, and I am sure that among 
them were men who disliked hav- 
ing to question her integrity and 
loyalty. But we know there are 
others who think this kind of in- 
quiry is benefitial to the country. 

I can only say that I am thank- 
ful Mrs. Rosenberg can go to 
work on one of the problems that 
affects the lives of many of us. 
But I feel ashamed that the world 
should have watched such an epi- 
sode. How the Kremlin must 
have chuckled!

FTEN little children, somewhere between the ages of 3 
0 and 5, shock their parents by shouting “No” to any sug- 

gestion they make. They will go so far as saying “No” 
to a direct order. 

This is to be expected. In the first place “No® is easy 
to say and they have heard it many times. More important, 
the children have reached the stage where they feel them- 
selves personalities, people who have some power in the world. 
It would be too much to expect them to have judgment enough 
to know when to say “No” and when “Yes.”

THIS DEVELOPMENT of personality is trying to busy 
mothers. To have a small child say “No” when he is told to 
take his place at the table and eat his lunch is exasperating 
to a mother who has been busy all morning and is now 
worrying about getting to the store before all the fresh vege- 
tables are gone.

HE common word “loose” has 
T an interesting history.

Contract 
Bridge

L have put that fact to excellent 
advantage in the following case. 
South dealer. 
North-South vulnerable. 


This deal came up in a match- 
point duplicate game. At most of 
the tables North-South reached 
six hearts, and the expert North 
declarers fulfilled their contracts 
by squeezing East between the 
spade and the club suits. 

At one table, however, South 
went out for a top score via this 
bidding: 

South West 
3N.T. Pass 
4N.T. Pass 
6N.T. Pass 

There is considerable doubt that 
in this sequence South’s four no- 
trump. call was conventionally 
Blackwood, but North treated it 
as such, and South could be pretty 
sure that the combined hands 
lacked an ace. This made the 
six no-trump bid decidedly dan- 
gerous (in contrast to six hearts), 
but South’s gamble paid off! 

West opened his fourth highest 
spade; dummy played low, and 
East was so injudicious as to go 
up with the king. After that, the 
defenders were helpless. South 
could knock out the heart ace at 
his leisure, gain sure entry to 
dummy with the spade queen, and 
easily collect two spade tricks. 
four hearts, four diamonds and 
two clubs. 

In view of the bidding, it was 
suicidal for East to play his spade 
king on the first trick. Obviously 
enough, if he had ducked the 
opening lead, he would have kept 
the spade king to shut out dum- 
my’s queen as an entry, and then, 
all he would have had to do was 
hold up the heart ace for two 
rounds. 

It is not always logical to play 
your highest card, simply because 
your partner has led the suit.
